Eugene Ljraan Flake, M. D.:

foods that are displeasing. 


Do not form the habit of pro- 


longed, timorous nibbling and ei- 
cesolve chewing of immll quanti- 
ties of food. Atony or debility ot 
the (ilgesure organs iiud lowered 
nutrition may result from such 
practice. 


Pay some attention to the "bal- 


ance" of a meal. Milk, eggs and 
meat nt the same meal give an 
enormous 
excess 
of 
proteld. 


Bouillon, iettuc* ana fresh fruit 
are woefully lacking In proteW. 
The addition of a snndwlch of 
custard supplies tbte lack. An 
excess of salt or sugar should be 
avoided. Sugar Is valuable fuel 
food, but taxes the digestive pow- 
ers, especially when concentrated 
and Is npt to cloy the appetite. 
It should be well diluted. 


By proper methods of eating. 


Installation, etc.. the amount of 
food taken will usually be limited 
to the body needs.. Tbe principle 
of less work, laas food, howarer, 
should be remembered. 


Water should be taken frwly 


before meals and moderately dor- 
ing meuls. There is no need to 
carry the "flushing ont" proeeM 
to nn extreme. Feoplft with beart 
dliicase or flropjrr may be Injw^d 
by excessive water drinking; 
and the average mon positively 
needs no more than two quarts of 
\vnter a any. 


Remember that the value of 


food In calories Is no mpnjnre of 
Its digestibility. Ntrts and bnked 
beflns have n hlffb food vnlue 
chemically, but many people can- 
not digest them. IK wblch case 
their poison value is higher than 
their food value. 


The safett rale is: Mind and 


body bring rwUid. a well bal- 
anced mlx«d diet, moderate In 
quantity, varied according to toe 
work done, thoroughly tarted 
and ciMerfttlly eaten.
